Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 18-23, 27-31, 45-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a deposition apparatus comprising a chamber having a movable substrate and a linear 

array of a plurality of individual plasma sources, each having a cathode, an anode and a gas inlet, 

and 

a common reactant gas injector comprising a tubular-walled structure having two linear 
portions parallel to each other and two end portions connecting the linear portions, wherein the 
gas injector is disposed between the anodes of the plasma sources and the substrate and is 
circumferentially disposed with respect to the plasma sources . 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Neither of the prior art of the record teaches or suggests a common reactant gas injector 
comprising two linear and parallel portions and two end portions being circumferentially 
disposed around a linear array of a plurality of individual expanding thermal plasma (ETP) 
sources.
